Report  on  Foreign  missions. 

From  a  correspondence  with  Bro.  J  It.  Taylor  your  committee  have  been 
put  in  possession  of  the  following  facts  connected  with  oni  Missionary  njH»- 
ratini  s  : 

Wo  have  In  the  foreign  field  between  forty  and  fifty  Missionaries,  nhi'iul 
equally  divided  between  China  and  Africa.  From  Shanghai  wo  learn  thai 
our  l'rethi'n  and  sisters  are  engaged  In  their  labor  of  love  amouc  the 
heathen.  Tin  y  will  not  Mifi"i  r  for  the  ner.essnries  of  life  in  the  present  Intel*- 
ruptinn'of  onr  correspondence  Some  of  them  will  he  able  without  laying 
aside  their  mis-sionory  character  or  work,- to  sernre  funds  for  the  Incidental 
assistance  tbey  render  the  Chinese  in  Commercial  mailers;  and  others  will 
secure  loan*  on  onr  behalf.  .They  arc  regularly  preaching  the  Word,  and 
God  is  lile-sint:  their  work. 

Hro.  Phillips,  of  Central  Africa,  writes  that  twenty  were  baptized  last 
year  and  Bro.  Stone  ho*  baptized  live  this.  .Twenty-fire  have  been  baptised 
at  Canton  since  the  war.  and  about  the  same  number  in  Voruiw.

\W  may  with  propriety  economise  in  all  other  matters,  but  let  us  not  foil 
to  bring  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse  of  Ilitn  who  is  our  temporal  and 
spiritual  deliverer.

D.'King,  for  many  years  1'residi  nr  of 
the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  and  always  a  liberal  benefactor  lie  may  properly 
be  (styled  tie  father  of  the  Judson.  In  conjunction  with  a  few  like  spirit* 
he  laid  its  foundation,  and  (nun  its  infancy  to  the  maturity  of  lt»  strength, 
he  guarded  it  with  the  solicitude  of  paternal  love,  and  to  the  day  <  I  Inn 
death  was  it-  undeviating  friend.  Such  men  make  the  world  their  debtor, 
and  when  they  cense  from  their  labors,  leave  behind  tin  in  memories  that  art) 
precious  and  examples  that  like  signal  stars  point  life's  voyagers  onward 
and  upward  to  noble  ends.

The  Rev.  Russell  Ilolnian  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Board 
canned  by  the  death  of  bro.

Prof.  Bowmann,  who  has  charge  of  the  music  department,  has 
admirably  unstained  the  high  reputation  he  brought  with  him  to  the  In- 
stitute, assisted  by  Prof.  Nigles. 

"  Monsieur  I.  Marchaise,''  a  graduate  of  the  Academy  of  Art-  iu  Paris  is 
fbc  Instructor  in  French  and  presides  iu  the  department  of  Drawing.  These 
gentlemen  arc  associnted  with  a  corps  of  female  teachers  unsurpassed  iu  the 
history  of  the  Judson.  • 

The  Stewards  Department  over  which  Mr.  J.  II.  Lide  has  for  many  years 
presided,  was  made  vacant  by  his  voluntary  resignation  previous  to  the 
Commencement  of  the  present  session.  It  is  with  feelings  of  disappoint- 
ment and  regret  to  the  Principal  and  JJoard  of  Trustees  that  he  should  have 
retired  from  the  Institute  os  Steward.  This  separation  has*grown  out  of  no 
f.-elings  of  d's  atisfaction  by  either  party,  lie  and  his  estimable  family 
carry  with  ''hem  the  kindest  regards  of  all  connected  with  the  Institute.

170. 

Your  Bonrd  have  not  applied  to  the  "  Bible  and  Colporteur  Society ,:  at 
Selina  for  its  Flock  and  other  ussetts,  for  the  reason  that  we  bad  HO  one  In 
our  employ  (or  means  to  employ  one)  to  dispose  of  them  In  the  way  con- 
templated by  the  ('(invention,  and  Irotri  the  additional  reason  that  we 
deemed  it  prudent  to  get  the  formal  direction  of  the  Convention  as  to  a  dis- 
position thereof,  and  we  may  odd  here  tlmt  under  the  power  and  authority 
given  in  I  he  Act  above  referred  to.  the  trustees  or  agent  of  the  Convention, 
by  ils  direction  has  power  to  remove  the  stock  and  assctts  of  "  The  Bible 
and  Colporteur  Society''  (when  received)  from  Silma  and  dispose  of  the 
same  for  the  benefit  of  the  Convention.

Up  to  the  time  of  this  present  writing  "(Nov.  1,)  onlj 
one  response  has  been  received,  that  of  Grant's  Creek.  Tu  :.»loosa  county. 
This  school  originated  in  182fi.  before  the  church  Itself  was"  formed;  and  it 
has  been  maintained  without  cessation.  It  hi"!  much  influence  probably  in 
originating  the  church.

Roport  of  Commute  on  Domestic  and  Indian  Missions. 

Your  committee  submit  the  following  report : 

It  is  well  known  that  this  Convention  has  no  Missions  under  its  Immediate 
supervision'.  All  its  funds  and  efforts  pass  through  the  recognized  Hoards  of 
the  denomination.  - 

For  obvious  reasons  the  Hoard  of  Domestic  and  Indian  Missions  have  sus- 
pended, for  the  present,  the  work  of  Domestic  Missions  proper.  Not  a  few 
of  these  Missionaries  felt  it  their  duty  to  enlist  in  the  service  of  their 
country  either  as  soldiers  or  as  chaplains.  In  moat  other  cases  the  fields  of 
their  labors  became  the  theatres  of  contending  and  bloody  strife,  and  have 
fallen  into  the  possession  of  an  Invading  foe,,  or  otherwise  become  inacces- 
sible to  missionary  toil.  Hut  another  door  of  Usefulness,  Urge  und  Inviting, 
has  been  thrown  wide  op  u  before  them,  n'nd  they  have  Irei  ly  entered — a 
inlsdi  n  to  onr  army.  Iho/act  that  the  husbands,  fathers,  soos,  I  r<fthers,  and 
other  dear  kindred  and  friends  were  exposed  to  imminent  and  immediate 
peril,  temporal  and  eternal,  Las  awakened  u  natural  and  ardent  solicitude 
ou  the  part  of  those  nt  home,  and  has  called  forth  a  liberality  hitherto  un- 
known in  connection  with  our  mission  enterprises.  Several  Associations 
•have,  with  unusual  case,  raised  u  sufficient  sum  to  support  a  missionary  in 
tho  army  lor  a  year.  Other  Association*  have  sent,  to  this  objet,  r  o  ltribu- 
tions  which  have  far  exceeded  tho«.:  sent  for  other  mission  purposes  In  any 
preceding  year. 

The  Board  baro  a  goodly  number  In  this  field— some  ministering  to  the 
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tick  and  wounded  in  hospitals,  and  others  accompanying  the  army  in  It* 
campaigns.  The  reception  of  these  ministers  of  Christ  by  the  soldier* 
generally  and  the  fruits  of  their  labors  are  highly  encouraging  to  the  Board. 
More  laborers  arc  needed.  The  harvest  ip.  truly  great  and  the  laborers  are 
few. '  Many  regiments  oro  without  any  spiritual  adviser.  Many  soldier.* 
have  not  had  the  opportunity  of  hearing  a  scrmou  in  twelve  raomhs.  It  is 
reported  on  unquestionable  authority  that  not  a  few  of  those  who  receive 
the  appointment  and  pay  as  chaplains  arc  wholly  unqualified  for  the  re- 
sponsible position  they  occupy. 

That  it  is  our  duty  to  furnish  our  soldiers  with  faithful  ministers  needs  no 
argument  He  that  requires  an  argument  to  induce  him  to  support  this 
cau^e  proveB,  without  further  argument,  his  own  need  of  the  transforming 
and  sanctifying  influcucc  of  the  Gospel. 

If  our  friends  and  fellow-citizens  leave  tjielr  homes,  sacrifice  their  business, 
and  social  and  religious  privileges  to  defend  us,  our  homes  and  estates,  can 
we  do  l^ss  than  to  send  them  the  Gospel  7  He  that  can  do  less  is  lex 
than  a  Christian— less  than  a  man. 

The  Indian  Missions  are  prosecuted  with  all  the  rigor  the  present  con- 
dition of  that  people  will  allow.  They,  no  less  than  ourselves,  have  been 
visited  by  the  desolating  spirit  of  war.  All,  save  one,  of  our  white  Mis- 
sionaries have  been  compelled  with  their  families  to  fieo  the  Territory.  A 
change  in  the  commander  and  position  of  our  army  there  his  enabled  Bro. 
Buckuer  to  return  to  his  field  among  the  Creeks.  Brethren  Burn^  and 
Slover  are  now  in  Arkansas  In  a  state  of  destitution— barely  escaping  with 
tfieir  lives,  the  vandals  having  robbed  thera  of  all  their  possessions.  Bro. 
Hogue  being  in  the  extreme  Southern  portion  of  tho  Choctaw  Nation  has 
been  unmolested  so  far  as  we  know.  A  majority  of  the  native  preachers 
arc  in  the  army  service.  A  few  remain  at  home  to  watch  over  the  terrified 
Hocks.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  this  mission  should  suffer  no  re- 
laxation. The  history  of  the  past,  our"  present  condition  and  future  pros- 
pects peremtorally  forbid  It.  There  Is  no  doubt  that  th?  Uhors  of  our 
missionaries  have,  under  God,  been  the  means  of  bringing  these  Indians 
into  our  Confederacy.  Wh.  t  would  h«  our  present  conditiou  wero  then* 
tribes  of  Indiana  ellied  with  the  abolitionists?  They  prove  no.  insuperable 
barrier  to  the  passage  of  our  foes  from  the  North- West  to  the  Soulh-West, 
That  some  influence  which  has  made  them  our  friends  muni  be  exercised 
over  them  lest  an  unfriendly  spirit  should  make  them  our  enemies. 

Your  committee  close  this  report  by  recommending  tho  following  reso- 
lutions:

Your  committee  report  tho  following  : 
Amidst  .bo  multiplying  calamities  now  affecting   the  people  there  Is  u 
moral   evil   which  has  rapidly  grown  to  cuch  fearful  magnitude-  that  It  de- 
mands the  prayerful  consideration,  the  prompt  resistance  of  every  Christian 
man.    It  has  sprung  from  that  baneful  root  "  the  love  of  money,"  and  not 
*         only  ia  tending  to«dit organ ir.o  our  social  system,  but  Is  sprcadlug-  its  Upas

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  "  Speculation''  and 
'"  Extortion,"  and  to  report  whether  it  is  proper  for  this  body  to  say  any 
thing  on  the  moral  aspects  of  these  subjects,  at  tho  present  time,  find  our- 
selves embarrassed,  (as  every  one  must)  in  an  attempt  to  give  precise  and 
definite  ideas  on  subjects  which  are  doubtful,  and  undefined — perhaps  uu- 
definable. 

,  In  application  to  the  commerce  of  life  aud  the  transactions  of  business  it 
would  be  hard  to  define  in  precise  and  brief  terms  what  "  extortion"  and 
"  speculation"  are.  Itis  not  "extortion"  when  prices  merely  rise  beyond 
what  it  is  convenient  for  some  to  give  ;  nor  is  it  "  speculation,"  in  an  of- 
fensive or  immoral  reuse,  wheu  one  deals  in  ttrticles  which  fluctuate  aud 
vary  in  price. 

Trice  is  necessarily  so  much  affected  by  the  law  of  supply  and  demand, 
by  the  kind  nnd  amount  of  the  currency  or  circulating  medium,  aud  by  the 
ever  varying  circumstances  of  parties,  that  no  previous  definition  or  rule 
can  express  the  morality  or  immorality  of  each  particular  case. 

Our  Savior,  in  reference  to  all  that  class  of  cases,  has  applied  a  test, 
delicate  and  universal,  (that  of  each  une'*  netme  of  what  is  due  to  himself 
in  a  similar  case)  which  will  generally  relieve  and  guide  no  honest  mind, 
wishing  to  do  right.  This  test  is  to  be  found  in  that  incomparable  rule — 
"  All  tilings  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you.  do  ye  even  so 
to  them/'  Ily  supposing  ourselves  in  the  case  of  the  other,  this  rule  will 
throw  a  clear  and  steady  light,  if  we  will  receive  it,  upon  every  case.  Thin 
rule  is  clearly  the  law  of  our  being.;  and  we  cannot  evade  its  obligation. 
lie  that  made  man  made  the  rule  ;  and  will  judge  every  man  by  it. 

The  weight  of  extraordinary  prices  ,is  felt  most  by  those  who  have  no 
Commodities  to  throw  upon  the  market,  to  share  in  tho  general  rise  ;  or 
whose  \vag<'H  are  tlxed  iu  currency— which,  both  by  changes  in  the  article 
to  be  bought  and  in  that  wo  buy  with,  may  havo  a  vastly  less  power  to  pur- 
chase. This  Is  the  case  substantially  with  tho  families  of  most  of  the 
soldiers.'  The  soldier  is  taken  from  his  business,  and  put  upon  a  fixed 
monthly  pay  ;  which,  under  scarcity  of  articles  and  the  inflation  of  the 
cuneucy,  may  not  procure  him  even  the  common  protection  for  his  naked 
body.  His  family  can  do  little  for  their  own  support  without  his  direction 
and  aid.  And  must  they  be  left  to  suffer?  How  cau  wc  expect  the  soldier 
to  achieve  our  independence,  or  how  can  wo  look  for  the  blessing  of  God. 
in  such  a  case?  It  is  a  thing  for  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  country 
to  see  to  ;  not  to  modify  price,  which  is  beyond  their  power ;  but  to  fu  nish 
subsistence  to  those  whom  the  war  has  deprived  of  their  protector  aud 
head.  And  those  who  can  take  advantage  of  high  prices  should  bear  pro- 
portionately the  chief  burden.  Thus,  Hie  evil*  of  "  extortion''  havo  at  least 
an  olf-sett ;  and  may  ultimately  have  a  cure. 

The  committee  ara  of  opinion  that  a  Christian  should  not  suffer  himself 
to  accumulate  money,  under  our  p.eseut  troubles,  while  a  single  family  of  a 
soldier  is  destitute  of  the  necessaries  of  life.  And,  further,  to  purchase 
articles  or  prime  uecesslty,  already  at  the  place  of  erne'*  abode,  and  derive 
a  profit  from  it,  is  not  advisable  ;  Out,  if  oue  should  go  abroad,  and  bring 
in  artioics  that  are    needed   for  subsistence,  be  is  entitled   to  a  fair  remit- 
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iteration  for  his  labor,  for  the  use   of  bis  capital, 

one's  capital  in  creating  a  monopoly,  an  artificial  scarcity,  for  tbc  purpow 

of  exacting  bigb  prices,  is  clearly  and  mournfully  wrong. 

Tbc  Bible,  both  tbo  Old  Testament  and  the  New,  contoins  many  clear 
and  strong  expression!"  of  Divine  displeasure  against  extortion  and  op 

Fircssion,  in  every  variety  of  form."  We  forbear,  In  tbis  place,  to  quote  from 
t ;  but  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of  all  to  the  cases  it  describes  and  de- 
nounces. , 

The  committee  conclude  ly  saying  that  if  tho  principles  here  suggested 
should  be  acted  out  by  Christians,  there  would  be  little  cause  of  complaint 
which  the  churches  can  recognize.
